“Well, I don’t propose to do it all by
myself,” he replied. ‘‘It takes about
23,000,000 capital and I do not always
carry that amount of money about my
clothes, There has been a good deal of
talk zbout the scheme, but I conld not tell
you much about the details. Mr. J. W.
Baker is the man you ought to see.
Mr. Baker was fouud willing to give in-
formation on the new project. IHe said:
*The idea of bringing gas from the Penn-
sylvania coal fields to this eity is by no
means new, [ have been thinking it over
for twenty years, It wasa favorite project
with the venerable Simon Cameron. We
have organized a company under the laws
of New Jersey, called *The Gas Light
Transportation Company.” The capital is
#25,000,000, but the stock is not yet on
the market. The officers are : J. Nelson
Tappen, city ehamberlain. President ; J.
C. Lueas, vice-president of the Keystone
national bank of Philadelphia Vice-Presi-
dent ; Isaiah C. Babeock, treasuarer of the
Adams express compauny, treasurer. The
directors are John loey, Senator John R.

Moore of Philadel-
phia, and Frederick E. Gilbert. )
“ We are at present selecting appropri-
ate coal lands on whieh to fix our works.
I'he idea is to make gas in the same way
that it is made in ordinary gas works out
of bituminous coal. A fialse report has
been cireulated that we iatend to make
was from asthracite coal. We never hac
any such idea. A very large amount of
property has been offered to us, and a
competent committeo is now engaged in
making the requisite investigations, We
wish to put our gas works ina region
where the coal is not likely to be exhaunsted
within seventy-flve yeare. We propose to
erect a gas works that will manufacture
40,000,000 feet of gas per day. This would
require 1,460,000 tons of coal aunually.

Tine Watermelon District of Missouri.

The St. Louis Republican gives some
account of the melon district of Missouri.
| It is in Scott and Mississippi counties,
and takes in a stretch of country about
twenty-five miles in length by twelve in
breadth. Its peculiarity is a light loamy
soil, underlaid with a bed of sand, in
which water is found at the depth of a few
feet. The roots of the vines penetrate the
subsoil easily, and draw from it an ex-
haustless sapply of moisture. About
3¢000 acres were in cultivation last season
and the shipped product was 1,454 car
loads—about half a crop. The average
yield in a good season, is a car-load tothe
acre, the price ranging from &G0 to $100
per car-load. The crops are sold on the
ground to purchasers who visit the dis
trict, gather the melons, load them in cars
and make their own arrangements with
the railroads. The farmers have nothing
to do with this part of the business. The
rates charged by the railroads last season
were : To Cincinnati and Chicago by
the Illinois Central, 55 per car; by
the Iron Mountain, $50 per car;
to Cleveland, 875 per car; to New Orleans,
865 per car;to St. Louis, 825 per car.
Melon lands rent for §4 to 36 par acre.
The following examples of individual
crops are given : F. Ostner of Dichistadg
shipped from 130 acres 50 car loads, which
brought him &3,000. The highest pricele
received for a car load was £223, aud the
lowest §22. Average price, §60. Heury

We have further con-
sidered the deterioration of gas by com-
pression,  Some experiments conducted
by Thomas K. Lees, president of one of
the gas comjpfanies, showed that undera
pressure of 1,230 pounds to the inch the
gas lost one candle power., Some experi-
ments were made by the Pennsylvania
railroad eompany that used a compressing
machine to get the gas into the reservoirs
of their cars. In some cases there wasa
deterioration of twenty per cent. by tie
squeezing out of hydro-carbon. All these
points have been considered in ouresti-
mates. We may cross the Hudson in the
new tunnel. Engineer Smith says it is
practicable for us to do s0.”

“Yes. Oaur pipe will ba made of iron,
six feet in diameter, laid in hydralic
cement,”

“Suppose the pipe gets clogged ?"

“ If it once gets started there will be
no danger of that. I know of no reason
why such a pipe should get clogged. That
reminds me of an experiment made with
natuial gas taken from one of the Penn-
sylvania oil wells, A factory, eighteen
miles distant, was to be lizhted with the
gas, Theownerofthe factory, not know-
ing whether the thing would be a success,
did not care to goto the expense of dur-
able pipes, so they bored logs and under-
took to uso the wooden pipe. When the
pipes were laid the gas would not pass
tbrough them, in spite of the application
of cnormous pressure. It was evident
that there was something wreng. Then
it leaked out that some rivals had plugged
the pipes with wooden plugs. When they
got the pipes clear they tried the experi-
ment of forcing an India rubber ball
through. Strange and almest incredible
as it may appear, that ball travelled the
entire eighteen miles in just sixteen sec-
onds—faster than a mile a second. We
expect to lny our iron pipe and to supply
anybody that needs gas between New York
and the coal fields. There is no reason
why one pipeshould not go on to Boston
and the East. It is not anthracite gas,
nor gas from an oil well, nor natural ygas,
but gas made in the ordinary way and
distributed in the ordinary way through
very long pipes.”

ANOTHEHK FIKE.

Coho & Wiley's Luomber House DBurned-—
Water Fight Between riremen.

This morning between 12 and 1 o'clock
a one-story Dbrick building situated in
Coho & Wiley's lumber yard, was dis-
covered to be on fire. It was filled with
pine flooring boards, walout and poplar
sawed lumber, and over a car load of
boards, sawed into the proper length for
making tobacco cases, technically known
as “shooks.” 1In the loft was a nearly
! new sleizh worth #1359, belonging to Mr.
Coho. The interior of the building was
entirely burned oug, the roof fell in and
all the contents were destroyed. The loss
on the building is probably §300, nothing
but the bare walls remaining. The con-
tents of the buildine were worth about
3800. There is an insurance in the British
Ameriea, of which Bausman & Burns are
the local agents, of #200 on the building
and $650 on the coutents.

1t is not positively known how the fire
{ originated, but it is supposed to have
| been the work of an incendiary. Two of
| Coho & Wiley's employees were at work
in the building until half-past 8 o’clock,
making tobaceo-cases. They had a rail-
road lantern and a lamp hung against the
wall to give them light while working, bat
these were carefully extinguished before
they left the building. They had no fire
in the building.

The firemen were. promptly on the
ground, and tihe Union and Washington
steamers went into service—the former on
the north and tl-e latter on the south of
the burning building. They prevented
the flames from extending to the frame
wagon shed built against it, and to several
adjacent piles of lumber. After the roof
of the building had bzen burned through

! the Union firemen mounted a high pile of

lumber and attempted to direct a stream
into the building. Oceasionally they over-
sl:ot the mark and drenched the ** Washy "’
boys. who were on the opposite side. After
warning the Union several times t)> cease
throwing water upon them, the Washy
boys moved around to the west end of the
bailding and directed their stream upon
the lumber pile upon which the Umion
men were standing, sweeping them off as
though they had been chaff. There is no
telling how the water war might have
ended had not Assistant Engineer Harry
Howell run to the rescue, and by virtue of
his authority put astop to it. Both com-
panies will probably be {fined, and the
friends of a paid fire department will find
in the incident another arguraent in favor
of the abolition of the volunteer system.
